WnEiiRAS  an  Association  hath  been  formed  in  rreamble. 
the  City  of  Montreal,  in  th/n  Province,  by  divers 
persons  engaged  as  Mercantile  Clerks  and  other-       ^ 
wise,  resident  in  that  City  and  tlic  neighborhood 
thereof,  under  tho  name  of  "Tub  Meucantili 
LinRAiiY   Association  ok  Montueai.,'   for  tho 
purpose  of    forming  a    Library  and    Reading 
Room,  and  for  organizing  a  system  of  instruc- 
tion, by  means  of  Lecturer  and  Classes,  for  tho 
use  and  benefit  of  tho  members  of  tho  said  As- 
sociation, and  of  such  Mercantile  Clerics  and 
others  as  may  hereafter  become  members  there- 
of; And  whereas  tlie  persons  hereinafter  named, 
Office-bearers  of  the  said  Association,  and  act- 
ing on  behalf  of  tho  members  thereof,  have,  by 
their  petition  to  the  Legislature,  represented  that 
they  liavo  purchased  and  acquired  a  valuable 
collection  of  books,  and  other  necessary  proper- 
ty, and  have,  agreeably  to  tho  objects  of  the 
said  Institution,  caused  lectures  to  be  delivered 
and  classes  to  bo  formed,  for  instruction  in  va- 
rious branches  of  knowledge  necessary  or  ad- 
vantageous to  the  said  Associates  in  their  pur- 
suits in  life  ;  and  have  further  represented  that

to  that  class  of  tho  community  of  which  they 
form  part,  would  not  only  bo  secureJ,  but  be 
greatly  enhanced,  by  tho  incorporation  of  the 
members  tfiereof,  and  have  prayed  to  be  so  in- 
corporated ;  and  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  grant 
tho  prayer  of  the  said  petitioners,  subject  to  the 
provisions  and  enactments  hereinafter  set  forth 
and  made  in  tliat  behalf ;  Bo  it  therefore  enacted 
by  the  Queen's  Most  txcellent  Majesty,  by  and

Province  of  Canada,  constituted  and  assembled 
by  virtue  of,  and  under  the  authority  of,  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  intituled,  Jn  Act 
to  rc-unitc  the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower 
Canada,  and  for  the  Government  of  Canada,  and

lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  of  what 
nature,  kind  or  quality  soever,  situate,  lying  and 
being  within  this  Province,  not  exceeding  ia 
yearly  value  the  sura  of  one  thousand  pounds, 
curreui.'y ;  and  also  to  lake,  receive,  purchase, 
acq\iirc,  have,  hold  and  possess  (provided  tho 
same  do  not  exceed  a  like  sum  in  yearly  value) 
to  and  for  tho  same  usee  and  purposes,  any 
goods,  chattels,  gifts  or  benefactions  whatsoever, 
and  shall  and  may,  by  the  same  na*"",  be  able 
and  capable  to  sue  in  law,  and  to  !       ucd,  im- 
plead and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered 
unto,  in  all  Courts  of  Law  and  places  whu 'so- 
ever, in  all  and  singular  actions,  causes,  p!    .j, 
suits,  matters  and  demands  whatsoever,  in  as 
large,  ample  and  beneficial  a  manner  and  form 
as  any  other  Body  Politic  or  Corporate,  or  any 
persons  able  and  capable  in  law,  may  or  can 
sue,  implead  or  answer,  or  be  sued,  impleaded 
or  answered  in  any  manner  what<:oever. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  all  and  every  where  pro- 
suit  or  suits  at  law,  which  may  hereaf  er  be  ia-  ggrJed'*''  on 
stituted  agunst  the  said  Corporation,  service  of  [J^j^j^*^"^!^" 
process  at  the  place  where  tho  Library  of  the 
Raid  Cnrnfiratlon  mav  bo  donosited-.  Rhull  be  suf- 
ficient to  compel  the  said  Corporation  to  appear 
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and  plead  to  such  suit  or  suits ;  any  law,  cus- 
tom or  usage  lo  the  coutrary  in  auy  wise  not- 
vilhstandirig. 

III.  And,  for  tlic  bctlcr  acconiiili.-hiTcnt  of 
the  purposes  hereinbefore  nicnticncd,  be  it  en- 
acted, That  the  members  of  the  said  Corpora-

the  said  members,  or  the  tnajoi'  part  of  such  of 
them  as  shall  bo  then  present,  shall,  at  the  timo 
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and  place  so  appointed,  proceed  to  the  election  of 
a  President  and  a  Vice  President,  Treasurer,  ten 
Directors,  Secretary  or  Secretaries,  and  of  such 
other  olliccrs  nnd  servants  as  to  Ihem  shall  seem 
meet ;  which  said  officers,  from  the  lime  of  their 
election  to  their  resi'.eclivc  offices,  shall  continue 
therein  uutil  the  first  Monday  of  Decanter  then 
next  ensuing,  and  from  thenceforth  until  others 
be  chosen  iu  their  places  in  the  manner  aforesaid.

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SECTION  I. 

or  THE  NAME   AND  SEAL  OF  THE   ASSOCIATION. 

•  1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  "  Tub 
Mercantile  LinRAnv  Association  op  Montreal." 

2.  Tho  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  aflford  to  its 
Members,  and  more  especially  to  its  Clerk  Members,  facilities 
for  improvement  in  the  various  branches  of  Literary  and  Mer- 
cantile Education. 

3.  Tho  Aums  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows :  On  a 
field  azure,  a  chevron  d'or ;  in  chief,  two  books  displayed,  and  in 
base,  a  Steamship  passant  on  the  waves  of  the  sea— all  proper  : 
Ceest— A  hand  holding  a  pen:    Motto-" Fi/o  iine  lUeru 

Mors  est." 

4.  The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President,  shall 
be  authorized  to  sign  all  Acts,  Deeds,  and  Papers,  appertaining: 
to  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  (after  tho  same  shall  hav»j 
been  approved  of  by  the  Board  of  Direction,)  and  to  affix  th« 
Common  Seal  of  tho  Association  thereto.

3.  Merchants,  and  others  not  cngapcd  in  mercantile  pursuits, 
may  beccme  Members  of  tho  Association,  by  signing  the  Regis- 
ter, and  paying  an  annual  subscription  of  one  pound  five 
■billing.s. 

4.  On  any  individual  making  a  donation  to  the  Association, 
to  the  value  of  twelve  pounds  ten  Bbillings,  or  upwards,  tho 
same  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  any  further  subscription  or 
contribution,  and  his  name  enrolled  as  a  Life  Member  of  the 
Association. 

5.  Persons  may  be  elected  Honorary  Members  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Direction,  by  the  votes  (f  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  ;  and  such  persons  sholl  he  entitled  to  all  thO 
privileges  of  regular  membership,  except  tho  right  to  vote  and 
to  hold  oflicc.

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  nil  dues  and  donations  of 
money;  piy  uU  dnift4  on  him,  when  signed  hy  the  President; 
end  bhall  keep  a  u'^nUr  account  of  the  fin^mcial  concerns  of 
the  Association,  au  ab.>lract  of  which,  accompanied  hy  satia- 
fuctory  voucheis,  he  shall  exhibit  at  each  siuii-ar.nual  meeting, 
and  at  each  mculLly  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Direction,  if 

rcqiiind. 

8.  The  Treasurer  shall  bo  empowered,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Board  of  Direction,  to  sue,  in  the  numc  of  the  Association, 
for  all  sums  due  to  it,    . 

9.  The  h'o.ud  of  Direction  shall  be  authorised  and  required, 
on  their  first  meeting  alter  election,  to  choose  four  Merchan* 
Members  of  the  Association,  to  act  in  concert  with  the  Hoard 
during  the  year  then  ensuing,  as  Honorary  Diicctors  ;  and  shall 
Lave  power  to  till  any  vieancies  that  may  occur  among  tk» 
game,  previous  to  the  ucit  Annual  Election. 


SECTION  V.

3.  The  Trcsidcnt  shall  convene  a  meeting  of  the  Board  for 
any  special  purpose,  on  receiving  a  written  request  to  that 
effect  from  uuv  live  Jlembcra  of  the  Board. 
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4.  In  case  of  flagrant  ofTiciul  or  personal  nii^cnnduct,  lh« 
Board  of  DirjcUon  shall  lm\  e  power,  by  a  vote  of  ilirjc-fourlbl 
of  its  members,  to  -  qal  any  nicmljci-  of  llio  IJuiird--nvo  wcckl 
notice  of  the  clnrgcs  ngainst  him  having  been  previously  given 
Uim  (in  writing)  by  the  Secretary. 

5.  In  case  of  the  abscnc3  or  illness  of  the  Trc.isurcr,  or  cithcf 
of  Iho  Secretaries,  the  Board  sh;ill  be  authorized  to  fill  tbesa 
offices,  pro  lempjie,  from  its  own  body. 

•  C.  Should  any  vacancies  occur  in  the  T.oard  of  Direction, 
tho  remaining  members  thereof  bhall  have  full  power  to  fill  such 
Tacancies  till  the  next  annual  ekcliun,  and  notice  uf  such  elec- 
tion shall  be  given  to  the  members. 

Y.  The  Board  of  Direction,  on  their  first  meeting  after  elec- 
tion, shall  divide  themselves  into  Five  Committees,  of  thrc« 
memb;;r3  each,  who  shall  severally  'lavo  clmrge,  under  th» 
Board,  of  the  following  departments  :— Library,  Heading  Room, 
Lecture,  Class,  and  linanc?. 

8.  Ono  of  the  members  of  each  Committee  shall  be  appointed
